U.K.  Postpones  September  Requirements  for  Red  Meat  Plants.  The  U.K.  has 
informed  the  USDA  through  official  channels  that  they  are  postponing 
indefinitely  the  September  1,  1980,  separate  room  requirement  for  emptying, 
cleaning  and  further  handling  of  stomachs  and  intestines.  U.K.  still  wants 
the  USDA  to  provide  them  with  tne  list  of  plants  which  meet  the  separate 
room  requirement.  They  will  retain  the  list  and  not  publish  it  in  the 
London  Gazette  until  the  European  Economic  Community  (EEC)  has  made  further 
progress  on  decision  to  implement  EEC  Directive  72/462.  Those  plants  on 
the  September  1979  list  and  plants  which  were  certified  thereafter  will 
remain  eligible  to  export  red  meat  to  the  U.K.  until  further  notice.  This 
also  includes  variety  meats. 
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
